The council last night adopted the 
report of the public works committee 
dealing with the extension of the city 
waterworks system to the southern 
limit of the city, that three {ndustries 
located at Manchester may be set pro- 
perly in motion. These industries are 
the Edmonton Leather and Shoe Co.,, 
the Webster Woollen Mills, and the 
Dixon Steel and Bridge Co, 

The conditions imposed by the clty 
have already been published in full in 
the Datly Capital. 

In brief, the industries are asked to 
put up a joint bond of some guaranty 
company that they will each give em- 
ployment for a total of not less than 
3,000 working days every year for five 
years to employees actually employed 
at the works; that a minimum fee of 
$100 a month will be guaranteed as 
revenue to the city, and that all water 
consumed over this amount will be de- 
termined and paid for by meter, 

The petitioners will have the privi- 
lege of installing fire hydrants for the 
purpose of fire protection, and water 
may be supplied to houses where the 


residents are bona-fide employees of 
the industries, 
The agreement went through with 


flying colors and without any objection 
from the eldermen, Alderman Clarke 
asked if the city were properly pro- 
tected in case it should turn out that 
the extension would be used as a real 
estate booster, He was assured that 
the last clause of the agreement pro- 
vided that the city had the right at any 
time to adjust this matter. 

Alderman Clarke then stated that 
the public works committee was to be 
congratulated on having reached an 
amicable arrangement. He sald that 
this would be one of the best moves 
that the city will make this year.

TODAY IN DOMINION | 
HISTORY, | 


John Watson, the eminent Canadian 
educator, author and philosophical 
critic, was born in Glasgow, Scotland, 
67 years ago today, His paternal an- 
cestors wore Lanarkshire farmers, and 
on the material side he was of North- 
umberland stock. He was educated 
at Kilmarnock and the University of 
Glasgow winning first class honors 
in mental and moral philosophy and in 
English literature. At the age of 25 
he came to Canada becoming professor 
of logic, metaphysics and ethics in 
Queen's university at Kingston. His 
brillant scholarly attainments added 
much to the fame of that institution 
and the Queen's philosopher soon 
zained a reputation that spread all 
over the world and gained for him an 
enviable place among savants. In 
1881 he published “Kant and His Eng- 
lish Critics: .A Comparison of Critical 
and Empirical Philosophy” and this 
was quickly followed by a critical ex- 
position of “Schelling's Transcenden- 
tal Idealism.” His next important 
work was published with the title, 
“The Philosophy of Kant as Contained 
in Extracts from His Own Writings.” 
Another highly Interesting volume for 
thinkers, “Comte, Mill and Spencer, 
an Outline of Philosophy’ came from 
his pen in 1895, and the same year 
saw the publication of  "“Hedonistle 
Theories from Aristippus to Spencer.” 
Other works from his pen include 
“Christianity and Idealism the Chrir- 
tian Ideal of Life in its Relation to the 
Greek and Jewish Ideals and to Mod- 
ern Vhilosophy,") “An Outline — of 
Vhilosephy, with Notes, Historical 
and Critical; "The Philosophical 
Basis of Religion,” and “The Philoso- 
phy of Kant Explained.” Among the 
many scholars who have held chairs 
at Queen's, Dr, Watson ranks umong 
the first,

BORDEN'S HENS 
Ant NOW COMING 
HUME 10 ROOST 


Gave Promise of Natural Re- 
sources But Did Not Ex- 
pect Claim So Soon, 


WARMEST DEBATE OF 
SESSION IN THE HOUSE 


Sir Wilfrid Charges Premier 
With Not_ Carrying Out 
His Promises, 


25.—W. A. Buchanan, 
Medicine Hat, precipitated what was 
probably the warmest debato of the 
season so far in the commons yesterday 
afternoon when he brought up the 
question of the natural resources of the 
three prairie province. Mr. Buchanan 
stated that the prime minister had 
made definite promises to the people 
of the west that these resources would 
be given over to the provinces as soon 
as he came into power. Nothing had 
been done, however, and it was desir- 
able that the premier should make a 
statement as to his intentions. The 
member for Medicine Hat said that he 
had believed Mr. Boren had been sin- 
care in making promises but apparently 
he had changed his policy in regard to 
the matter. 
Want Money and Resources, 

Premier Borden in’ reply, said that it 
was net becoming of Mr, Buchanan to 
complain because in 1905 when the two 
new provinces were created the lib- 
erals had opposed the giving of lands 
to the provinces. They had decided to 
give money, despite the efforts of the 
opposition of that day to settle the 
question definitely. AS a result of the 
policy of the government of that day 
circumstances have arisen which place 
many difficulties in the way of bring 
ing the conservation plan Into effect. 
These included the desire of the west- 
ern provinces of receiving both lands 
and money. Mr. Borden intimated that 
this proposal was not satisfactory and 
there would have to be further inquiry 
and constderation, He assumed that 
the provinces had really put it forward 
as a basis of future negotiations, 

Chickens Home to Roost. 

Sir Wilfri Laurier declared that some 
ef Mr. Borden's chickens were coming 
home to roost. Ile had noticed that it 
was easier to talk in opposition then to 
make good his promises when in power. 
These promises had been made, how- 
ever. without reserve and {t was that 
they” would be fulfilled. He thought 
the trouble was that when Mr. Borden 
made his pledge he did not expect to 
be called upon to keep it so soon, Sir 
Wilfrid intimated that his own views 
in regard to the matter are the same 
as those held by him when tn office. 
He was willing then to negotiate on the 
basis of all the natural resources, apart 
from land, for settlement, being turned 
over to the provinces, He was of the 
same view atill.
